There is nothing new 
about reports that the 
village's books are out of 
balance by about $3 million, 
but what Is new Is that the 
accounting firm Manning, 
Silverman and Company has 
the 2003 accounting records 
ready for audit. 

Trisha Steele, the village's 
financial director, said, "The 
previous audit has $3 million 
more debits than the system. 
The system (accounting sys- 
tem the village is the process 
of changing over) is junk, and 
that doesn't surprise me. That 
system is not programmed 
for accounting anymore," 

Steele said because the 
system "is junk" that there 
were "80 little line items" that 
weren't closed correcUy arid 
were largely responsible for 
the difficulties in reconciling 
the books. She said "cash" 
was only one of those 80 
items, and tiiat the issue is 
primarily with fund balance. 
• She said the good news, is 
tiiat books dp reconcile for 
2003 and arc ready for audit.

If you take 
money from one fund, you

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Chain 0' Lakes residents 
tell strategies vs. flood

Legislators and representatives 
from Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources and U.S. Anny Corps of 
Engineers listened as more than 100 
residents of the Fox River valley gave 
their views on how future high water 
events should be handled. 

"It was about the same as in 2000. 
We were fortunate where our house is, 
but it was pretty soggy/' said resident 
Dave Roberts of McHenry. 

1DNR and US EPA officials 
described how the Obermaier gates 
worked at the McHenry Lock and 
Dam and the Algonquin dam in an 
attempt to slow flooding in May and 
Juna The Chain O' Lakes was at some 
stage of regulation from mid-May to 
the end of June. Ironically, this came 
after a winters drought 

Fox Waterway Agency in Fox Lake 
hosted the gathering, and State Sen. 
Pam AlthofT (R-McHcnry) served as 
moderator. State Rep. JoAnn Osmond 
(R-Antioch) and State Sen. BUI 
Peterson (R-Long Grove) were also on 
hand. 

Peterson suggested that further 
work with Wisconsin officials should 
be done, especially around the 
Burlington area, for more of an 
advance notice. 

"It came so fast," Nancy Roberts 
said of the flooding. 

William Lemons, who lives off 
Channel Lake, said tills was the third 
time in the last five years his property 
has been flooded. "I love it; I don't want 
to change it, but something has do be 
done," Lemons said. "I had 300 sand- 
bags at my housp. Mark Ring and the 
Antioch Township ' Highway 
Department were great" 

Mike Morman, who lives off 
Columbia Bay, suggested one solution 



would be to have winter draw-down 
be extended. The agencies said they 
would investigate this and odier pro- 
posed solutions. 

Another resident said that a reser- 
voir system may do well. 

Arlan Juhl, division manager of 
IDNR's office of water resources, said 
the aim of having the floodgates is to 
not make the matters worse down- 
stream. 

Unlike other bodies of water, there 
is a very tight standard between nor- 
mal flow and restricted status on the 
Fox Riven The gates may be opened 
when water levels reach 3,000 cubic 
feet per second. 

The audience was shown data 
that, at all collecting stations, having 
the flood control gates did reduce the 
amount of water intake. Rains of May 
22-23 pushed the total amount of 
water in the river to the point where 
the flood control gates were used. 

Residents asked if there could be 
additional zones of enforcement of 
flood regulations. They were told this 
could be tough to enforce. 

Dredging was another issue. 
Some said it is only a quick fix. The 
FWA and the IDNR have a site, but 
local opposition in the Island Lake 
area ended that discussion. 

"We may need your help in con- 
vincing your neighbors," said FWA 
Chairman Howard "Bud" Scott 

Scott said another factor is the 
amount of "big box stores and 
rooftops" that are where the natural 
storage of water used to be. 

Gary Clarke, IDNR Office ofWater 
Resources director, explained how the 
Obermaier gates work at Stratton Lock 
and Dam as opposed to the old five- 
sluce gates. Data is collected at New 
Munster, Wis., Nippersink Creek at 
Spring Grove, Squaw Creek and dam 
sites. Most if not all, had record rain 



* Storm alters golf course

Good news is that no one was 
hurt and that the Antioch Golf Club's 
new facility was left undamaged 
after last week's storms.

"It's definitely a loss for us," said 
manager Vince Juarez. "This defi- 
nitely changes the complexion of 
the golf course," 

Juarez said the club will like have 
to replace some or all of the trees. He 
explained that in addition to adding 
to the course's beauty, the trees help 
the golfers spot the holes. 

"We were lucky," he said. "There 
was no damage to the building, 
there were no injuries and we only 
had to close the golf course for most 
of Friday. It could have been worse." 

Juarez said it took crews through 
Monday to fully complete the clean 



up, but that enough of the debris 
had been removed by late Friday to 
allow golfers back out onto the 
course. 

He said, "We had to make sure 
that everybody would be safe." 

Juarez said that most residents 
with property bordering the golf 
course lost power, but that the club 
gets its electricity from different 
lines and was not inconvenienced 
by loss of service. 

• "When I got the call at about 5 
a,m. on Friday and came straight 
here, I couldn't even use the 
entrances," he said. "Both were 
blocked and I had to drive on the 
grass. We got busy with chain saws, 
and got a lot of the big stuff taken 
care of on Friday so we could 
reopen." 

Juarez said the club has been 
back on full schedule and is looking 
forward to uninterrupted service to 
guests over the upcoming holiday 
weekend. 
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totals for the May and June period. 
Data is collected in the morning, then 
analyzed to see if the floodgates 
should be used or not, said IDNR proj- 
ects manager Rita Lee. "We have done 
a lot of studies over die last eight to 10 
years to come up with the manual. 

"If you trigger the gates open too 
soon, It will cause flooding down- 
stream and you don't want that to 
happen," Juhl said. 

Data showed that what took place 
in May and June was about a 44 or 25- 
year occurrence. 

Several residents said more 
should be done to stop the sediment 
coming from Wisconsin. 

"Why did it take two and one-half 
weeks to go down?" asked resident 
Rose Puckett of Fox Lake. 

George Divis, chairman of the 
FWA citizens advisory committee, 
said the lakes are very important for 
the area economy. 

Scott concluded the meeting by 
thanking those in attendance for 
keeping remarks positive. "I am a 
fourth generation resident of the 
Chain O" Lakes and I could not be 
more proud," he said. Officials vowed 
that there would be future public 
meetings. He said state and local offi- 
cials will do all in their power to better 
cope with flooding.

^Township salaries on the rise 



Smouse seeks reelection as supervisor

Antioch Township officials met 
to discuss increasing salaries for the 
assessor, highway commissioner, 
clerk, supervisor and trustees for 
the next four years, beginning in 
2005. 

Supervisor Steve Smouse said, 
"In the past four years, with the 
exception of the assessor, no one 
has received more than a one per- 
cent increase. She (Heather Kufalk- 
Marotta) had received more than 
that because the pay scale had been 
behind." 

Smouse said it is necessary to 
set new salaries at least 180 days 



prior to the April election. "This la 
done so that you (elected officials) 
are never setting your own salary. 

By percentage, the trustees per 
diem for attending meetings and 
the clerk's salary increased the most 
at about 43 percent. The change will 
bring the clerk's salary, for full-time 
work, up from $14K to $20K annual- 
ly. Trustees' per diem will rise from 
$175 to $250 per meeting. 

"The clerk's salary had been 
lowered over 8 years ago, before I 
was elected," Smouse said. "We real- 
ly needed to get that back up. It had 
been about $20,000 before that 
time." 

The increase for the assessor is 
at 11.5 percent, from $55K to S63K. 



Smouse noted that the assessor is 
on a different schedule and that 
increase will not be seen until 

Ian. 1, 200G, whttu t\w -oltwr 

changes will go into effect May 1, 
2005, or after the first official meet- 
ing following the April election. 

The highway commissioner will 
see nearly an eight percent Increase 
from $69,622 to $75,000. Pay for 
supervisor will increase 5 percent 
from almost $50,000 to $52,488. 

Smouse said with die exception 
of the per diem paid to trustees, 
township officials would see a 
straight three percent increase in 
the three years following the initial. 

Additionally, Smouse said that 
while he has no plans for a "splashy 
announcement," he docs intend to 
run for a third term as township 
supervisor.

Lake Villa C.C. School District 41 
announced its policy For free lunches for those 
students unable to pay the full price for meals. 

To receive tills special meal service, stu- 
dents must meet the federal guidelines and the 
meals must meet the requirements established 
by the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture (exceptions are 
made for those with a disability requiring a 
special meal prescribed by a physician). 

The following criteria will be used to deter- 
mine eligibility for free lunches. As an example, 
meals arc available to those with a household 
size of two and an annual income of $16,237, 
or a weekly income of $392. Free meals are 
available to those with a household size of four 
and an annual income of $24,505, or a weekly 
income of $472. 

Applications are being sent to all homes 
with a letter to parents or guardians. Additional 
forms are available in the principal's office. 

All applicable questions should be 
answered. An incomplete application cannot 
be processed and approved by the school. 

Households that cumenUy receive food 
stamps or TANF (temporary assistance for 
needy families) for the children need only list 
the name of the children and the food stamp or 
TANF case number and sign the application. 

All other households must provide the fol- 
lowing information: names of all household 
members; die Social Security number of the 
adult household member signing the applica- 
tion, or die word "none" if the adult does not 
have a Social Security number; the amount of 
income each household member received last 
month and where it came from (wages, child 
support, etc.); the signature of an adult house- 
hold member. 

The school or other officials may verify this 
information at any time during the school year. 

The school must be notified in die event of 
a change in household income of $50 per 
mondi or $600 per year, or if the household 



size decreases. Additionally, families must 
notify the school if they no longer receive food 
stamps or TANF for their children. 

Tills program may be applied for at any 
time within the school year as a situation or sit- 
uations change making a household eligible. 
In certain cases, foster children arc eligible for 
these meals regardless of household income. 

Households have the right to a fair hearing 
if dissatisfied widi the ruling.

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Lake Villa PD nails 
fraudulent carpenter 
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TIF round goes to petitioner

A local home improvement contractor 
may have put the nail in his own coffin. Ed A. 

Wakclyn, 39, of 25033 W. Claridcn Ave., Antioch 
is now ; wanted on a $100,000 warrant for his 
arrest on charges of home repair fraud, a Class 
4 relony, carrying a possible jail sentence. 
,»„ 3T e Villa Police wcrc contacted by a 
Winddance Court resident who complained 
that Wakelyn had taken a deposit of $10,080, or 
60 percent of the contracted amount for con- 
struction of a deck. 

The homeowner said the contractor 
agreed to have the work completed by Aug 1 
although the specific date was not in the writ- 
ten contract. 

The check was cashed immediately, but as 
the weeks went by, no work was done, and the 
contractor proved hard to contact. 
. According to Lake Villa Detective Richard 
Tippett, the contractor finally responded by 
mail. His letter said he understood he would 
not be doing the job, and that a refund would 
be forthcoming. 

On July 29, the homeowner responded, 
saying no money or calls had been returned. At 
that point, the homeowner declared the con- 
tract cancelled, and on Aug. 12, contacted 
police. 

Police initiated contact with Wakelyn, who ' 
then said he had ordered parts for die project 
from Merit Building Supply. 

Merit employees told police Wakelyn had 
only come in on July 3 asking for a quote on 
materials. 

Wakelyn informed the homeowner that he 
would "pro-rate" the refund, based on. work 



already done, including obtaining a plat of the 
property. The homeowner told police that she 
had provided the plat to the contractor. 

When Tippett contacted Wakelyn on his 
cell phone, the contractor was evasive. 

"He told me he'd get back to me/' Tippett 
said. Then he faxed a copy of the quote, the 
plat, the contract and a drawing of a deck. All 
he did was call for an estimate, and make a 
drawing, but we don't even know when the 
drawing was done. It could have been done the 
day he faxed it to me." 

Although Wakclyn has no. convictions, lie 
has a history of similar charges. 
* Tippett said this was probably the largest 
home improvement fraud case In the village, 
so far. He noted many people may not report 
frauds of relatively small amounts. 

He caudoned homeowners to be careful 
about how they conduct business with home 
improvement contractors. He offered some 
guidelines of what should be In a properly exe- 
cuted contract: 

A complete breakdown of the costs of parts 
and materials 

A breakdown of exacdy what work is to be 
performed 

Start and completion dates for the work 
Terms of consequences for unsatisfactory, 

unfinished or late work 

Terms of refunds and cancellation ' 
"People need to check with the Better 

Business Bureau or local builders to find out 

about the contractor," Tippett said. "Always get 

more than one estimate." 

Tippett also advised that, when in doubt 

about how business is conducted, people 

should call die police department 



fox Lake voters may have a chance to vote 
on $4.95 million bond issue, loan for improve- 
ments for a hotel and water park area 

Lake County Circuit Court Judge Terrance 
Brady ruled that the Fox Lake Electoral Board 
ruled in error that the petition for a public ref- 
erendum was flawed. 

"This is a great victory for the average clt- 

. izens of Fox Lake. I am very pleased with how 

it came out. The village citizens and now the 

courts have spoken," said Pete Jakstas Sn, the 

petition's proponent. 

Brady sided with the petitioners in his rul- 
ing that they had met substantial compliance 
with the regulations on petition format. 

Objectors are expected to immediately 
file an appeal at Illinois Appellate Court. 

"We will abide by what die court decides, 
as a village board, that Is all we can do," said 
Mayor Nancy Koske. 

Developer Don Peoples has proposed the 
project, off Route 12 and Sayton Road, 
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designed to boost tourism through a 'fax 
Increment Finance District. 

Lake County Clerk Willard Helander said a 
meeting between the parties and the Lake 
County State's Attorney's office followed die 
ruling. Ballots must he printed on Sept. 3, due 
to the GOP nominating President George 
Bush, and have to be sent to military mem- 
bers. We would not want to disenfranchise 
the military voters, and there are a lot of them 
because of the Fox Lake case," Helander said. 
Helander said while the order by Brady 
ordered a stay of printing of the ballots, there 
is case law to the opposite. 

"The village has three attorneys fightinc it 
against our one," said Pete Jakstas Sr. leader 
of the referendum effort. Petition backers 
arguing against the electoral board's ruling 
cite that a tape recording of the executive ses- 
sion minutes did not work properly. Resident 
Matt Kovar filed the original objection to the 
petitions.

"The 
board should have seen that changes were 
made a long time ago, so that the employees 
could do what they needed to do. 

Previous reports attribute the information 
that the FBI is investigadng to U.S. Attorney 
Patrick Fitzgerald. When his office was con- 
tacted for confirmation, spokesman Randall 
Samborn said, "I don't know where they 
sourced Uiat letter or information, but it came 
from someplace other than the U.S. Attorney's 
office.

Yep, I've spent hours trapped in a car lis- 
tening to the blare of dad's country music, 
and "rap" from three kids riding in the back 
All this so I could cling to one-fifth of a hotel 
bed, then wake up mentally arrested for a day 
at the Oshkosh air 
show with the non- 
stop sound of jet 
engines tunneling 
through my head 

Still, EAA 
AirVenture Oshkosh 
deserves its reputa- 
tion as the world's 
greatest aviation 
event, with over 
10,000 airplanes on 
view to the 750,000 
attending.

The Toronto International 
Film Festival (TIFF) is the 
most accessible major film 
festival In the world for peo- 
ple "not in the business," just movie 
fans who can't let a weekend go by 
without seeing one or two features, 
it's a chance to see and hear actors, 
directors, and distributors who are 
also in attendance. Held each 
September, this year's 29th anniver- 
sary Fcst is September 9- 18; Over 200 
films will be shown, most of diem 
world premiers, on 21 screens in the 
Festival Village and downtown 
Toronto. 

The official launching point for 
the Oscar season, Toronto is where 
die award buzz starts in earnest. Hype 
sometimes becomes reality, at other 
times it just fizzles. For example, last 
year "The Human Stain," widi Nicole 
Kidman and Anthony Hopkins, was 
the hot ticket at the festival. But after 
it received a lukewarm recepdon by 
the critics, (even though die film 
played for quite a while in Chicago) it 
was months before it crossed Lake- 
Cook Road (and hit the northern sub- 
urbs).

Trap-neuter- return (TNR) is a 
humane alternative for the 
management of feral cat 
populations that is promot- 
ed by an organization called Spay 
and Stay. It offers informational 

workshops through the University of Illinois Extension office 
monthly at its Grayslake location. 

Sandra Kooper, executive director and co-founder of Spay 
and Stay, said the goal is two-fold: stop the breeding and 
improve the lives of the cats that remain. 

"We've neutered about IK cats in the two and a half years 
we've been in existence," she said. "This is not a visible 
impact yet, but to the colony caretakers, It makes a differ- 
ence." 

Kooper said her group will not trap and neuter cats that 
do not have a colony caretaker, someone who supplies food, 
water, shelter. She said a caretaker willing and able to supply 
medical care is a plus. , 

"When we get to the point where we have hundreds of 
volunteers (colony caregivers), will be able to do more," she 
said. "At this point, we just can't get to them all. It makes 
more sense to do this with animals that are receiving care." 

There is a pyramid graphic, or family tree of sorts, often on 
display at shelters and related Web sites that shows it isn't just 
rabbits that breed like rabbits. The rate of potential unwanted 
births is staggering based on a logarithmic growth model. 

Kooper said, "This does a good job of jolting people into 
realizing how important it is to neuter, and in that respect, it 
is a good visual, but it's not reality. It would only be true if 
every cat survived and bred to an average of four others, but a 
lot of these feral animals die because there is no one to care 

for them." 

The monthly workshops are open to the public as well as 
to local government and law enforcement officials. While 
there is no cost to attend, prc-rcgistration is required and can 
be done by calling the University of Illinois Extension at 847- 
223-8627. 

The next workshop will be held on Tuesday, Sept. 21 from 
6-7:30 p.m. The Extension office is located on Route 45 north 
of Route 120, on the east side of the Lake County Fair 
Grounds. 

Kooper said, "Our focus with these workshops is to tell 
people the advantages of this humane protocol." 

There will be a humane trapping demonstration, videos 
and a feral cat resource kit included as part of the workshop.

One of the 
coldest murder 
cases may have 
been solved with 
the arrest of a Lake 
County man and r r - 
his ex-girlfriend for rrenu 
the 1969 murder of the 
woman's 3-year-old child. 

Arrested last week were 
James Michael "Mike" Kent of 
Lakemoor and Donna Pulsifer 
Prentice of Genoa, Wis. 
Officials say the pair mur- 
dered Prentice's 3-year-old 
daughter, Michelle Pulsifer, 
and buried her in a California 
canyon 35 years ago. 
Investigators said the girl died 
sometime between June 15 
and Aug. 15 of 1969. The two 
were dating at die time. 

Kent, 62, was arrested 
while at Lake County Traffic 
Court in Mundclein on Aug. 
25 and Donna Prentice, 57, 
was arrested two days later at 
her Genoa, Wis. home. 

This week, Lake County 
Sheriff Sgt John Byrne said 
Kent confessed on video to 
helping Prentice bury the 
body in Silverado Canyon, 
east of their Huntington 
Beach, Calif, home, but insist- 
ed he did not murder her. 

Ann Friedman, the girl's 
aunt, bothered by the sketchy 
details of why Michelle went 
missing, hired investigators 
from the Los Angeles-based 
Paul Chamberlain 

International to help track 
down her niece. 

In 2001, Paul Chamberlain 
said he would take the case. He 
and about a dozen investiga- 
tors—mostly "ex-FBI girys"— 
worked thousands of hours on 
almost a daily basis to find the 
girl, "I saw the TV series 
(CBS's) "Cold Case," Those 
(cases) were lukewarm com- 
pared to this thing," 
Chamberlain said. "But I said 
from the get-go, I was con-

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Local volunteers at core of 
prairie restoration effort 

Lake County Forest 
Preserves hold workdays 
for public to help

Joan Palincsar has been volunteering for 
the Lake County Forest Preserve District for 
nine years. Palincsar said she averages 50 
hours of service per month because she likes 
the reward. 

"I like working outdoors and I like the 
challenge," Palincsar said. 

Tom Smith, stewardship coordinator for 
the forest preserve, said they rely heavily on 
vo\untcere for some of the programs the for- 
est preserve docs. 

Throughout die month of September, the 
Lake County Forest Preserve will be continu- 
ing to have scheduled workdays at their vari- 
ous preserve locations. 

Smith said the volunteers will begin col- 
lecting seed from the local prairie plants 
throughout the preserves. The preserves have 
done this process for over 20 years, he said. 

The collection process is a part of ongo- 
ing prairie restoration projects. Smith said by 
collecting the local seed from existing plants 
they can save money rather than having to 
buy new seed and can be assured they are 
introducing already well adopted species into 
their prairies. 

Workday volunteers will break off seed 
heads and put them in paper bags to dry 
them out, Smith said. During the winter 
months, the seeds will be cleaned, separated 
and kept in a cool environment to be planted 
in the springtime, he said. 

"(The seeds) have a chemical preventing 
them from germinating and need cold treat- 
ments to strip them of that chemical," Smith 
said. "If they are not kept in cold storage over 
the winter their viability would go down." 

Smith said the local prairie plants in the 
work areas are in their peak for the next 6 to 8 
weeks and shortly thereafter their colors will 
fully "come out." Workday volunteers will get 
to sec what a real prairie looks like where 
there might be 20 different types of plants In 
die area, he said. 

Last year more than 2,700 volunteers 
clocked more than 15,000 hours at the forest 
preserves. 

Training will be done on-site at die work- 
days. Volunteer stewards will show people 
what to do and will teach them about the 
prairie, Smith said. 

"We try to make it an education experi- 
ence," he said. "(We tell them) what the seed 
is used for and why it is important." 

Volunteers can see why the forest pre- 
serves practice land management, Smith 
said. 

He said the workdays generally last from 
9 a.m. to noon, but that people can stay as 
long as they are comfortable. He added it is 
important to be promptly on time and wear 
long pants, sturdy shoes, gloves and possibly 
a hat.

Madigan files suit against home repair fraud 



After receiving 10 complaints in just seven 
monUis from consumers who allegedly were 
defrauded by a home repairman operating in 
Cook, Lake and DuPage counties, Attorney 
General Lisa Madigan has filed a lawsuit against 
a home repair and remodeling contractor. 

According to Madlgan's complaint, 
George Marasas, of Chicago, doing business as 
Kabinitwerks, accepted more than $40,000 
from consumers who hired him for home 
repair and remodeling services primarily 
involving the Installation or repair of kitchen 
cabinets. Since January 2004, Madigan's 
Consumer Fraud Bureau has received 10 con- 
sumer complaints against Marasas and 
Kabinitwerks. 

The defendant also was named in a 2003 
lawsuit brought by Madigan's office for similar 
tu/(pV repair and remodeling violations com- 
mitted wh^n he was operating under the com- 
pany name Soludon Remodeling. That lawsuit 
is pending. 



"We allege that Mr. Marasas is a repeat 
offender when it comes to cheating con- 
sumers trying to improve their homes," 
Madigan said. "He may have changed the 
name of his company, but he has not Changed 
his fraudulent business practices." 

According to the complaint filed yester- 
day, Aug. 25, in Cook County Circuit Court, 
Marasas in one instance allegedly accepted 
$4,500 as a down payment for replacing cabi- 
nets In a consumer's home, ripped out the 
odsUng cabinetry and then never returned, 
leaving the consumer with a tom-up kitchen. 
Despite repeated requests for a refund by both 
die consumer and Madigan's office, the 
money ahs not been returned. 

Marasas is being charged with multiple 
violations of the Illinois Consumer Fraud and 
Deceptive Business Practices Act for entering 
into contracts with and accepting money from 
consumers, and then failing to perform the 
work. 



West Nile virus, misses Lake County for now

Although mere have been 14 recorded 
cases ofWest Nile virus in Illinois this year, none 
have been in Lake County and the Lake County 
Health Department believes the weather may 
be helping out. 

"So far it has not affected us," said Leslie 
Pletrowski, of the Lake County Health 
Department "We have had several dead birds 
and mosquitoes pools that have tested positive 
but there are no human cases in Lake County. I 
think the cold weather may have played a role." . 

She added that in the beginning of the sum- 
mer right after the flooding in Gumee, there 
were a lot of mosquitoes but that the number 
has dwindled considerably. 

According to the Illinois health Department . 
the most recent confirmed cases include: a 78- ' 
year-old Chicago woman with West Nile 
encephalitis, who became ill in mid-August, 



was hospitalized and has since been dis- 
charged 

A 56-year-old suburban Cook County man, 
who became ill in early August with West Nile 
encephalitis, and is currently hospitalized. 

A 54-year-old DuPage County man, who 
became ill in mid-August who was hospitalized 
and later discharged and a 48-year-old Will 
County man, who became 111 in Mid August 
with West Nile fever and did not require hospi- 
talization. 

The state's other human cases of West Nile 
have been from Boone, Clinton, Ford, Jackson, 
Jo Daviess, Kendall, Rock Island, Sangamon and 
St. Clair counties, 

West Nile vims is transmitted through the bite 
of a mosquito that has picked up the virus by 
feeding on an infected bird. 

In 2002, Illinois recorded 884 cases of West 
Nile which led to 66 deaths. 

In 2003, Illinois had 54 West Nile cases 
including on death.

trustees approved a $65.11 million operating 
budget for fiscal year 2005 following a public 
hearing. The balanced budget represents an 
8.1 percent increase over last year's budeet of 
$60.24 million. b 

"The new budget reflects increases in 
salaries arid fringe benefits and the overall 
cost of operating college facilities, including 
the ncwTcchnoiogy Building, which will open 
for classes in January,'* said Jim Rock, vice- 
president of administrative affairs and the col- 
lego's chief financial officer. 

The board also approved a 
new three-year contract with the 
College of Lake County Federation 
of Teachers, the faculty union. The 
agreement calls for a 4.41 percent 
increase in compensation for fac- 
ulty in 2004-05, a 4.25 percent 
increase in 2005-06 and a 4.19 per- 
cent increase in 2006-07. 

In action relating to the search 
for a new president to replace Dr. 
Gretchen Naff, who will retire in 
June 2005, the board approved a 
list of individuals to serve on a 
presidential search committee. 
College staff will contact the individuals to 
determine their availability and interest in 
serving on the committee. Board Chairman 
Barbara D. Oiischlager indicated that the list 
of possible search committee members has 
been established in keeping with the board's 
desire that the committee represent the diver- 
sity of the college district and students. 

The board also seated Gorettc De La Rosa, 
of Round Lake Beach, as the student trustee 
for 2004-05. De La Rosa replaces student 
trustee, Steven Le, who has been called up for

De La Rosa, who is currently a sopho- 
more, plans to transfer to DcPaul University 
next fall to major in education. She has been 
active in student government at the college 
and has participated in the Emerging Leaders 
Program and Program Board, both initiatives 
sponsored by Student Activities. Her commu- 
nity involvement includes work with the Girl 
Scouts and Hispanic Outreach in the Round 
Lake community. 

In other action, the board selected CLC 
President Dr. Gretchen Naff as the recipient of 
the 2005 Illinois Outstanding 
Citizen Award in recognition of her 
exceptional service to the college 
and the community. As recipient of 
the award, Naff will be the speaker 
at the college's commencement 
ceremony in May. 

The board also authorized 
the payment of $279,066.87 to 
PeopleSoft, of Palatine, for an 
annual maintenance and support 
agreement for the college's infor- 
mation management system; a 
$25,000 contract with Hey & 
Associates, ofVolo, for monitoring 
and managing wetlands on the Grayslake 
Campus to comply with Army Corps of 
Engineers permit requirements; and purchase 
of a new internet-based telephone system 
from Meridian Solutions, of Schaumburg, at a 
cost of $554,542.26. 

Finally, David Weatherspoon, director of 
student services at the Lakeshore Campus in 
Waukegan, was named to serve as acting dean 
of the Lakeshore Campus while Eleanor 
Murkcy, the dean of the campus, pursues a 
professional development leave.

Admitted to the Illinois Bar in 1974, Santi 
began his law career as a Lake County 
Assistant State's Attorney working for then 
State's Attorney Jack Hoogasian. He left the 
State's Attorney's Office in 1976 and became a 
partner in the firm then known as Ori, Tepper, 
Lang & Sand. On Jan. 5, 1981, Emilio B. Santi 
became an Associate Judge of the 19th Judicial 
Circuit. 

At the time, Santo was 33 and the 
youngest judge ever appointed In Lake 
County. He has been assigned to several types 
of cases Including Juvenile, chancery, civil 
back-up, small claims, traffic and DU1 trials. 
He currently serves as the Arbitration /Probate

Drug discount program-a big flop 



Last February, I wrote a col- 
umn tided "Drug industry 
making SUCKERS of con- 
sumers," and warned that 
die Medicare Bill passed a few 
months before then would not pro- 
duce the intended and promised 
reduction in prescription drugs. I 
believed then that the American 
Association of Retired Persons 
(AARP), which is supposed to be 
the guiding lobby to support senior 
citizen causes, was totally misguid- 
ed in endorsing the legislation. 

The bill was a "no-bralner" was 
so obvious. Everyone knew that the 
drug companies and healthcare 
and insurance corporations were 
the "behind the scenes" drafters of 
die law. How can that benefit our 
seniors? 

Under the first phase of the 
Medicare expansion bill, senior citi- 
zens were asked to examine some 
70 medical discount cards to see 
which, if any, serve them best In 
2006, Medicare recipients would be 
required to decide if they want to 
participate in a much costlier drug 
subsidy program. Opponents of the 
law have been alarmed that the 
intent of this all along Is to do away 
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with Medicare to enrich the 
"already rich" insurance carriers. 

Well, wouldn't you know it, last 
month AARP admitted the law isn't 
working as they had hoped. First of 
all, only five percent of seniors eli- 
gible for the program have applied 
for the so-called discount card. 
One of the reasons was they made 
things as complicated as they 
could. The other, and probably 
more plausible, reason, was that 
seniors weren't as stupid as the 
AARP to believe the new law would 
be the magic wand to bring them 
affordable prescription prices. 

The AARP also reported that 
the prices for 200 brand-name 
drugs increased three times the 
rate of inflation. Their policy direc- 
tor said, "Manufacturers are offset- 
ting discounts with prices higher 
than they otherwise would have 



been." The title to my February col- 
umn says it all— the drug compa- 
nies are making suckers of con- 
sumers." 

It is one thing for the drug 
industry to make suckers of us con- 
sumers and our senior citizens, but 
how did they suck in the AARP 
which is supposed to be "looking 
out for seniors" on issues before 
Congress and state legislatures. 
Maybe the AARP wasn't as fooled 
as they appear to be now that the 
program isn't working. They may 
have their own agenda as an insur- 
ance carrier. 

I am told that the AARP phones 
were "ringing like crazy" with 
seniors who protested AARP's 
endorsement of the Medicare Bill 
and the faulty prescription drug 
discount program. Is the AARP 
acknowledgement of the astronom- 
ic rise of drug prices a "mea culpa" 
admission that they were at fault on 
their assessment and support of the 
legislation. Would they admit that? 

One thing that AARP should 
learn. Don't get the masses of 
seniors mad. They will get mad arid

Although Michelle was not — and still is 
not— found, Chamberlain kept plugging away. 

As his costs climbed well into five-digits, 
there came a point where he couldn't take any 
more money from Friedman. 

"I spent a long time with the FBI working 
on kidnapping cases, for big-money ransoms," 
Chamberlain said. "Now you got tills missing 
girl, who's very young and you look at it and 
say, 'Where the hell is this little girl?' We want- 
ed to help find the girl. We stopped charging 
(Friedman). It then become labor of love." 

Although he declined to note specifics— 
for fear of Jeopardizing a court case against 
Prentice or Kent— he said his company found 
substantial circumstantial evidence to con- 
vince him that the two murdered Michelle. But 
he— nor any other official to this day— could 
not say how or why she was murdered, 

"The amount of work we did would have 
led us to that conclusion," Chamberlain said. 

Authorities said Prentice claimed she left 
her daughter with relatives, after moving from 
California in 1969. 

Prentice is fighting her transfer to 
California, as she remains in a Vernon County, 
Wis. jail. She has a court date on Sept. 22 to ini- 
tiate formal proceedings. 



But first, California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger is expected to sign an appli- 
cation for extradition letter to Wisconsin Gov. 
Jim Doyle to start the process. Bond for 
Prentice will likely be $1 million or more. 

The Orange County District Attorney's 
Office said Kent waived extradition proceedings 
and has already been in court, making an Aug.

Porches have had a place 
of honor in the American 
dream for generations. In past 
years it has served as the chief 
testing grounds for 
courtships, a place where par- 
ents could watch their kids 
play in the twilight on the 
front lawn, and, In their later 
years, enjoy a peaceful after- 
noon snooze. It was the van- 
tage point for watching the 
world go by. And it's one place 
where we can enjoy the out- 
doors without sun block. 

."Porches have always 
been the forestage of everybody's lifestyle." 
said BUI Gronow, an operating partner otolith 
Barrlngton-based Kennedy Homes. "Just like 
fireplaces, they have a spot In nearly every 
home buyer's heart." 

• Verandas, terraces, patios, piazzas — by 
whatever name they're called, they are an 
amenity buyers may choose these days. 

"The porch option they select defines the 
entire exterior style," said Gronow.

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"Porches serve much the 
same purpose as picture win- 
dows, in that they bring part of 
the outdoors inside, and vice 
versa," said Gronow. "Not only 
do they add to the value of the 
home, but they create a first 
impression before the front 
door ever opens. 

"A porch can. define- a 
home's entire exterior, whether 
it extends just a few feet to 
either side of the entry, or if it 
wraps around the entire front 
of the house," he added. "And 
regardless of size, as long as 
there's room enough to sit down without get- 
ting lilt by the front door, it's a porch." 

By definition, the term "porch" means a 
covered platform at an entrance to a building, 
and Its roots go back through Middle English 
(porche) and Old French to the Latin porticus, 
which in turn came from porta, meaning 
"gate." The term "veranda" has its roots in 
Hindi, filtered through Persian and 
Portuguese. 

In fact, porches kept their grip on home 
design until the onslaught of rubber-stamp 
production homes built for returning GIs and 
their new families after World War II and the 
Korean War. 

"And today, when every style of home can 
be found in the marketplace — except per- 
haps, those rubber-stamp homes — porches 
arc making a strong comeback," Gronow 
said. "As the middle ground between a

Understanding townhouses, 
condos and co-ops

. offices to find their dream 
home. Even with inflated home prices, it 
seems that real estate remains a booming 
business. 

' However, there are 
some who are hesitant 
to purchase a home 
because they are weary 
of the upkeep and 
responsibility sur- 
rounding ownership. 
There are solutions for 
those who desire minimal 
maintenance responsibilities; townhouses, 
condominiums and cooperatives. Often the 
terms are used interciumgeably, but there are 
distinct differences between these types of 
dwellings. If you are interested in one of these 
homes, arm yourself with the following infor- 
mation to help you decide what type of own- 
ership is right for you. . 

Townhouses 

Townhouses are usually a scries of single 
story or multistory units that arc linked to 
each other horizontally by common walls. 
Some even have attached garages or drive- 
wfla^lpwnhpuso owners holdtllie to their 
units and the land beneath them, so the units 
cannot be stacked on top of each other. 
Owners are responsible for die upkeep of the 
interior and exterior structure. Common areas 
like recreation areas, pools and sports courts 
are owned jointly by all townhouse owners. In 
addition, owners payproperty taxes on their 
individual units. 

A property owners' association usually 
manages the townhouse complex and collects 
fees from all owners to maintain common 
areas. Depending upon the association, snow 
removal, lawn care and garbage disposal are 
often covered by the maintenance fees. When 
browsing real estate listings, look for the ter- 



minology fee simple, which will denote a 
homeowner's association ownership and con- 
firm that you arc purchasing a townhouse 
property. 

Condomiums 

Condominiums arc similar to townhouses. 
but have some striking differences. An indi- 
vidual condo owner only holds title to the 
condominium unit, not the land 

beneath the unit, so condos can 
be stacked on top of each 
other. (Although some condo- 
miniums arc designed to look 
exactly like townhouses, you 
still do not own the land 
beneath your unit.) 
All condo owners share title to com- 
mon areas. Common areas include land, the 
exterior of buildings, hallways, roofs, swim- 
ming pools — any area used by multiple own-' 
ers. Like townhouses, condominium owners 
pay property taxes on their Individual units as 
well as fees to the' property owners' associa- 
tion. Generally, condominium owners are 
responsible for less maintenance than town- 
house owners. For example, many condo 
association fees will cover exterior repairs like 
a new roof, windows, etc. Condo fees can be 
higher than townhouse fees. 

Cooperatives 

tr property lo t\ coopowUivo arrangement, 

title to all associated realcstatc is held by a 
corporation. Buyers purchase stock in die co- 
op corporation and arc considered sharehold- 
ers/not owners of real property. Each share- 
holder holds a lease to his unit that runs for 
the life of the corporation. 

Taxes are paid by the corporation. Any 
mortgages are normally held and paid by the 
corporation. All costs to operate the building, 
including building and common area mainte- 
nance, are shared by shareholders. 

New cooperative shareholders must usu- 
ally be approved by ati administrative board. 
Cooperative ownership is not common in 
most states.

What to do in September 



T 

j hlnk gardening is just for the 

I spring and summer? Think again! 

I - Just because it's fall doesn't mean 
you can't spend time honing your 

* green thumb. The season is the 
ideal time to care for your flower beds, espe- 
cially perennials. 

A common fall chore in a perennial garden 
is that of dividing. There -.ire three main. rea- 
sons Tor dividing perennials: to control the size 
of the plants, to help rejuvenate them and to 
increase their number. While there is no set 
mle when to divide them, generally, it Is best to 
divide spring and summer blooming perenni- 
als in the fall, and fall bloomers in the spring. 
Dividing the plant when it Is not flowering 
enables the plant to focus its energy on grow- 
ing new roots and leaves, 

You have two options when dividing 
perennials. You can dig up the whole clump 
and then separate It Into several smaller 
clumps, or you can use a digging tool to slice 
and remove sections of the plant, leaving part 
of it intact. Generally, it's better to dig out the 
whole clump and carefully split it into sec- 
tions. Either way, however, it's important to 
have the proper digging tool. Look for a spade 
with a long, narrow blade to provide precise, 
controlled digging. Fiskars Garden & Outdoor 
Living offers one that comes prc-sharpened 
and ready to use.

digging, prying or lifting heavy root balls. 

After removing, prune dead and damaged 
tissue, and make sure each section has a por- 
tion of roots and leaves. Replant the divisions 
in preprcpared holes at the same depth they 
were in the original bed. Water the new divi- 
sions plentifully, and keep them well-watered 
throughout their first year.

Plant now 

Take advantage of the fall planting season 
for deciduous plants. Without leaves, the plant 
is under less stress^yet roots are still growing. 
The soil is often in better planting condition 
than in spring, when it may be saturated from 
rains or melting snow. Be aware that some tree 
varieties (mainly willows, oak and birch) can- 
not be transplanted In the fall. 
Think of the future: 

Know the growth habits and needs of orna- 
mentals and trees before the purchase Is made 
and die Installation performed. What will be the 
mature size of tlie tree? Will it be too large for 
the Intended planting area? Do not be forced to 
cut down a beautiful tree years from now due to 
a past planting mistake. Will It block desirable 
views? What arc the maintenance require- 
ments? Is the needed maintenance in your bud- 
get? -Maintenance needs vary greatly among 
species. Also, does me plant bear fruit that will 
"mess up" a patio or deck? And lastly, what 
are the needs of the tree? lfit does not do 
well in wet soils, is the chosen location 
appropriate? Consult an arborlst or horticul- 
turist for advice on proper plant selection. 
Prepare the plants new home: 

When planting, obey the old saying, "Dig a 
20-dollar hole for a 10-dbllar tree.'' The hole 
should be two to three times the width of the 
root bail, with outward sloping sides. To deter- 
mine the depth of the hole needed; first find the 
root flare (where the trunk flares out to become 
roots). Be aware that the root flare may be hid- 
den under excess soil and burlap on balled and 
burlap plants. The hole should be just deep 
enough that the root flare, after planting and 
settling, is level with the surrounding soil. 
Planting too deep is the most common mistake 
people make. It is always better to plant slight- 
ly high than too deep! 



Placement: 

Gently place the plant in the hole and con- 
firm the planting depth is correct. Obviously, if 
plants are in plastic containers, remove the 
plants and, with a sharp knife, make two or 
three vertical cuts in the roots to relieve root- 
bound conditions commonly found in contain- 
er plants. Assure that the plant is straight and 
place soil in die bottom of the hole to stabilize 
the plant. Remove any synthetic twine and if in 
a wire.basket, cut away as much wire as possi- 
ble. Fill' the remainder of the hole with soil, 
being careful not to mound any soil against the 
trunk. 
Maintenance: 

Water thoroughly. Stick the end of the hose 
into the loose backfilled soil and fill the planting 
hole up to the top with water. Just because the 
surrounding soil is saturated, it doesn't mean 
the root ball has enough water- it should also ; 
be watered. To do tills, simply let the hose mn 
adjacent to the trunk, over the root zone. The 
first watering is critical! It is not only the first 
good drink of water the plant rccelves-sincc « 
being out of the grdurid for weeks; it also serves 
to settle the soil in order for the tree to become 
stable in the hole without any air pockets. After 
the.soil settles, add more if needed. Apply two 
inches of mulch to the root zone area at a mini- 
mum, and ideally out to the drip line (below the 
tips of branches).
